In the Deficiency bill passed by the last Congress, (act approved Mch. 3, 1879) it is 
provided that the War Dept. upon requisition from the Treasury Dept., shall furnish such arms as 
may be desired, for the protection of public buildings, property &c. 


Under this bill, in the system of public defense inaugurated, Gatling guns are the best & 
most permanent protection. It is an adopted arm of the U.S. Government, and is peculiarly suited 
for the service required. So few men are necessary to operate the gun, that with a good supply of 
ammunition, it is a sure means of defense — always ready. In carrying out the plan for defense, 
we trust you will make requisition upon the Secretary of the Treasury for some Gatlings. The 
Treasury Dept. will be at no expense in the matter — the Secretary of War, under the act of 
Congress, being obliged to furnish what may be called for. 


We send you by this mail, photographs showing our latest styles of mounting the guns, 
also pamphlets with full information.
